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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest an arithmetic decoding apparatus in which 
arithmetic decoding is performed in pipeline processing on arithmetic coded data obtained by 
performing arithmetic coding on orthogonal transformation coefficients of multi-valued data 
comprising a context determined for each state number based on a context model common to a 
DC and AC component, and a next state number to which transition proceeds corresponding to a 
value of a decoded symbol; and estimator which estimates a predicted value of a more probable 
symbol and a probability estimation value of a less probable symbol corresponding to the context 
output from the context generator as called for in claims 1 and 5. Therefore, claims 1-7 are 
presently allowed.
